^  ^  vince,  if  the  Public  HiKhways  and  Roads  were  amended;  May  it  pleafe 
your  Majelty,  That  it  may  be  enafted,  and  be  it  enafted  by  the  Kin^g's  moft 
excellent  Majcft^  by  and  with  the  advice  and  confent'of  the  Legiflative  Coun- 
cil and  Aflembly  of  the  Province  of  Upper  Canada,  condituted  and  aflfembled 
by  virtue  of  and  under  the  authority  of  an  Ad  pakTsd  in  the  Parliam.:nt  of 
Great  Britain,  intituled  *'  An  A61  to  repeat  certain  parts  of  an  A8  patfed  in 
«  the  fourteenth  year  of  his  Majefty's  reign,  intituled,  **  An  Ad  for  making 
**  more  effedual  provifion  for  the  government  of  the  Province  of  Quebec  in 
*'  North  America,  and  to  make  further  provifion  tor  the  gjvernment  of  the 
<*  faid  Province,"  and  by  the  authority  of  the  fame,  That  out  of  the  rates  and 
duties  already  raifed,  levied  and  colleded,  or  hereafter  to  be  raifed,  levied  and 
colleded,  to  and  for  the  u(e  of  this  Province,  there  be  granted  to  his  Majefty^

time  to  time  come  into  iny  hands  for  the  purpofe  of  carrying  the  provisions  oC 
the  faid  AQ  into  execution,  fo  help  me  God  ;  which  faid  Oath  (hall  be  taken 
beiore  any  one  of  his  Majeity's  Juftices  of  the  Peace^  in  and  for  the  Diftrift 
for  which  fuch  CommiOioner  ftiall  be  appointed,  and  a  Certificate  of  fuch  Oath, 
the  J uftice  adminiftering  '(be  fame,  is  hereby  required  to  tiansmit  to  the  Clerk 
of  the  Houfe  of  Affembly  of  this  Province,  with  all  convenient  fpeed,  after  fucli 
Oath  (hall  have  been  by  him  adrainiftered  :  Provided newrt1^ltJ%^mA'x\.\\  here* 
by  declared,  that  nothing  herein  contained,  (hall  repeal  or  annul  any  of  the 
provifions  of  any  exifting  Ad  dr  Ads  of  this  Province  contained,  for  raifiug

and  are  hereby  declared,  to  be  and  continue  in  full  force  j  Provided  alfo,  that 
nothing  in  any  former  Law  or  Statute  of  this  Province  contained^  (hall  from 
and  after  the  pa(fing  of  this  Act,  be  held  or  conftrued  to  impower  or  authorize 
any  Magiftrate  or  Overfeer  in  any  fuch  Law  or  Stattiie  mentioned,  in  any  xaxoft 
ner  to  interfere  or  give  diredions,  touching  or  concerning  any  Road  or  High^ 
ivay  to  be  laid  ouh  or  repaired  under  and  by  virtue  of  this  Act  ;  neverthelefs,

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'•tfl  and- opening  new  Roidt,  and  building  Bridget  in  the  feveral  DiftricU  there* 
or,"  it  is  by  the  fecond  ciaufe  of  the  above  recited  Act,  enacted,  that  fifty 
poundi  be  appropriated  on  the  Road  leading  from  the  Iron  Worfc*  in  Lani- 
down,  to  Kingfton,to  commence  at  Levy  HatchkuiTes  in  Leeds,  thence  to  con- 
tinue on  to  the  Eafternmoft  boundary  of  the  Midland  Uiftric;  t  And  whereat 
the  above  recited  part  of  the  fecond  ciaufe  of  the  faid  Act,  it  found  inconveni- 
cnr,  fo  far  as  it  relates  to  fifty  poundi  being  expended  on  the  Road  commenc- 
ing at  Levy  Hatchkuflies,  and  to  continue  on  to  the  Cafternmoll  boundary  of 
the  Midland  Diftrict :  Therefore  be  it  enacted  by  the  authority  aforelaid,  that 
the  above  recited  part  of  tt^e  faid  ^ci,  be,  and  the  fame  is  hereby  repealed. 

Vn.  And ieh  further  enttBed  by  the  authrity  aftresaid.  That  it  Ihall  and  may 
be  lawful  for  the  faid  Commilfioners  appointed  by  the  above  recited  Act,  to 
lay  out  the  faid  fum  of  fifty  poundi,  on  the  Road  leading  from  the  aforefaid 
Iron  Works,  to  the  Eaftern  boundary  of  the  Midland  Diftrict,  any  Law  tc  the 
contrary  notwithftanding.

IX.  Ani  be  it  further  euaSed  by  the  authority  aforefaid.  That  each  and  every 
Commissioner  appointed  under  the  authority  of  any  former  Act,  or  Acts  of  the 
Parliamentof  tUs  Province,  for  laying  out,  amending,  and  keeping  in  repair 
the  Public  Highways  and  Roads  in  this  Province,  in  whofe  hands  any  balance 
femaining  unexpended,  and  who  (hall  not  be  appointed  a  Commissioner  under 
and  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  (hall  on  or  before  the  firft  day  of  May  next,  pay 
•ver  every  fuch  balance,  into  the  hands  of  any  one  Commissioner  appouued 
under  and  by  virtue  of  this  Act,  in  their  refpective  Diftricts,  in  which  fucii 
Commissioners  heretofore  appointed,  may  reside,  and  the  (aid  balances,  the 
Commissioner  or  Commiuionera  appointed  under  or  by  virtue  of  this  Act,
